BYU  outshot  Stanford  47  per 
cent  to  44  per  cent  in  the  first 
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Symbols,  Modesty 
And  Clothing

The  importance  of  symbols  to  people  is  obvious.  They  are  of 
practical  value  in  many  ways.  All  languages  are  symbolic  of  concepts 
and  ideas.  The  sounds  of  speech  and  all  written  languages,  whether 
ideographs  or  words  spelled  with  an  alphabet— these  are  symbols. 
Symbols  are  for  records,  for  thinking  about  things,  for  reasoning,  for 
that  most  important  of  all  human  abilities— planning  ahead— considering 
the  future  possible  consequences  of  present  action. 

Symbols  stimulate  recall  of  past  experiences.  Any  of  thousands  of 
different  odors  may  bring  recall  either  of  wonderful  experiences  of  the 
past  or  of  very  disagreeable  experiences;  likewise  the  sounds  of  music, 
or  certain  noises;  similarly  colors,  designs,  all  manner  of  visually 
perceived  abstractions.  Some  symbols  are  offensive  to  many  people, 
and  when  certain  other  people  use  these  symbols  those  other  people 
intend  to  offend.  Thus  we  come  to  identify  certain  words,  certain 
sounds,  certain  gestures  as  obscene,  degrading,  depravity. 

DIFFERENT  SYMBOLS 

Not  all  peoples  have  the  same  symbols.  That  which  might  not  be  poor 
etiquette  in  the  United  States  could  be  deplorable  in  another  country. 
The  now  legendary  “ugly  American”  was  (and  can  still  be)  ugly  if  only 
because  care  is  not  taken  to  avoid  offense  of  other  peoples  in  little 
ways. 

The  important  thing  about  all  of  this  is  simply:  What  do  you  wish  to 
communicate  to  other  people?  If  you  do  not  care  about  the  feelings  of 
other  people,  perhaps  you  “could  care  less”  about  the  symbols  of 
speech,  gesture,  or  personal  appearance  for  which  you  are  responsible, 
which  you  display.  Or  if  you  intend  to  upset  other  people,  if  you  desire 
disruption,  if  you  desire  destruction  or  anarchy,  you  may  intentionally 
produce  all  of  the  symbols  you  can  which  likely  will  offend  the  people 
about  you.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  want  the  peace  of  mind  of  other 
people,  if  you  love  your  fellow  man,  if  you  want  to  make  friends  with 
him,  if  you  want  to  understand  him  and  have  him  understand  you,  will 
you  not  take  care  that  all  symbols  for  which  you  are  responsible,  all 
that  you  say  and  appear  to  be,  will  encourage  communication  and 
understanding  between  you  and  him? 

Now,  symbols  do  change.  The  meanings  of  words  do  change.  Clothing 
is  symbolic,  and  fashions  change.  When  1 was  a Freshman  at  Dixie 
Junior  College,  girls  were  sent  home  if  they  came  to  school  in  bobby 
socks.  When  later  I taught  at  Gila  Junior  College,  bobby  socks  (with 
otherwise  bare  legs)  were  acceptable,  but  girls  were  sent  home  if  they 
came  in  sandals  without  stockings  of  any  kind  (the  bare  feet  visible 
between  the  straps).  Still  later  when  I began  to  teach  at  Brigham  Young 
University  bare  feet  in  sandals  were  acceptable.  We  all  know  that  there 
was  a time  when  it  was  offensive  for  a woman  to  wear  a dress  so  short 
that  it  showed  her  ankles.  Since  that  day  the  hems  have  gone  up  and 
down  but  have  not  quite  cleared  the. kneecap,  until  the  past  few  years. 

HEMS  RISE 

When  first  a few  girls  ventured  to  have  the  hems  above  the  kneecap  I 
was  startled.  Now  I am  intrigued  as  I wonder  about  the  several  possible 
reasons  why  some  of  our  BYU  lady  students  have  their  hems  so  very, 
very  high.  I do  not  want  my  wife  or  daughters  to  have  the  hems  that 
high,  because  clothing  is  quite  symbolic  as  anything  else  we  can 
perceive.  I believe  that  not  all  girls  have  high  hems  for  the  same  reason. 

I dare  to  assume  that  a few  of  these  girls  with  high  hems  are  actually 
brazen.  They  are  communicating  intentionally  their  non-conformity 
and  their  resentment  toward  any  and  all  concepts  of  modesty.  A very 
few  may  be  attempting  to  communicate  that  their  morals  are  extremely 
flexible.  But,  I think  the  majority  of  our  lady  students  are  innocent  of 
mind.  They  are  simply  doing  what  is  being  done. 

There  is  no  question,  I believe,  that  many  (if  not  nearly  all)  of  our 
male  students  will  not  indulge  in  lewd  thoughts  regardless  of  how  the 
ladies  dress.  It  better  had  be  so!  Each  of  us  is  responsible  for  his 
thoughts  and  actions  regardless  of  temptations.  It  is  not  good  if  any 
man  has  so  little  self  control  that  any  lack  of  the  conventional  symbols 
of  modesty  may  “throw  him.”  But,  to  the  ladies  I would  ask:  What  are 
you  communicating  to  the  young  men? 

Presuming  that  you  are  innocent  and  intrinsically  modest,  presuming 
that  you  are  simply  following  fashion  (and  not  only  this,  but  that  you 
actually  look  very,  very  appealing  in  a very  short  skirt  because  you  are 
naturally  endowed  with  very  pretty  legs),  the  question  still  stands:  If 
you  look  forth  to  eventual  marriage  in  the  temple  to  a splendid  young 
man,  a man  of  unbreakable  self  control,  a man  of  the  highest  of  ideals, 
a man  who  will  be  the  very  best  kind  of  husband  to  you  and  good 
father  to  your  children,  could  you  possibly  be  so  communicating  by 
means  of  the  clothing  you  wear  that  the  message  (perhaps  not  at  all 
intended)  will  be  loud  and  clear  that  it  is  the  wanton  type  of  husband 
you  are  seeking? 

In  a day  and  age  when  certain  clothing  has  been  stated  to  be  symbolic 
of  a wanton  personality,  is  it  not  unwise  to  wear  it? 

DISTINGUISH  PEOPLE 

I believe  that  the  Lord  requires  certain  symbols  of  his  people  simply 
because  He  wants  them  to  be  set  apart  somehow.  He  does  want  a 
people  who  are  easily  identified  as  different.  Of  course  He  wants  them 
to  be  righteous  in  all  ways,  not  merely  to  appear  on  the  surface  to  be 
righteous.  But,  He  is  also  concerned  with  the  surface  appearances.  He 
has  inspired  President  McKay  to  ask  us  here  on  campus  and  elsewhere 
to  abide  certain  standards.  It  is  irrelevant,  I believe,  whether  these 
standards  are  entirely  arbitrary.

II.  BYU’s  recorder  classes  and 
ancient  instrument  ensembles 
have  been  in  existence  20  years 
and  now  even  elementary 
education  classes  use  plastic 
recorders  for  basic  instruction. 

The  concert  will  present  a 
selection  of  ensembles  playing  the 
works  of  Renaissance  and 
Baroque  masters  such  as  Purcell, 


Handel,  Bach,  and  Telemann. 

Carol  Goodson  will  be  soprano 
soloist  in  Bach’s  “Stone  above  All 
Others  Treasured.” 

The  recorder  is  a straight  flute 
with  a sweet,  gentle  tone.  It 
comes  in  all  sizes  and  ranges  from 
soprano  to  bass,  and  when  an 
entire  ensemble  performs  the 
effect  is  often  organ-like. 


The  nasal  quality  of  the 
krummhorn,  a double-reed 
insturment  described  as  an  oboe 
with  adenoids,  combines  well  with 
the  recorder.  The  harpsichord  was 
first  used  in  the  14th  century,  but 
was  popular  in  the  Baroque  era.  In 
appearance  somewhat  like  a tiny 
piano,  the  instrument  is  so 
constructed  that  the  strings  are 


plucked  rather  than  struck,  giv 
a harp-like  sound. 

The  vielle,  a “medieval  fidd 
is  the  common  ancestor  of  toda 
stringed  instruments,  and  has  bi 
played  variously  under  the  cf 
against  the  chest  or  between 
knees  like  a mini-cello.  The  vi 
de  gamba  is  also  played  like 
cello.

Hussein  Urges  Middle  East  Settlement 


Releases 


SAIGON  (AP)-The  South 
Vietnamese  army  is  preparing  to 
release  about  a dozen  Viet  Cong 
prisoners  early  this  week,  Saigon 
sources  said  Sunday. 


Though  officials  would  not 
comment,  the  informants  said  the 
prisoners  are  expected  to  be  set 
free  Tuesday. 


It  was  not  determined  whether 
there  was  any  connection  with  the 
New  Year’s  Day  freeing  of  three 
American  soldiers  held  by  the 
Viet  Cong. 


The  sources  said  the  decision 
was  made  on  humanitarian 
grounds  because  the  Viet  Cong 
prisoners  involved  had  been  in 
captivity  a long  time  and  had 
records  of  good  behavior. 

It  was  believed  the  release 
would  be  made  in  the  3rd  Corps 
tactical  zone,  probably  at  Bien 
Hoa  about  15  miles  north  of 
Saigon. 

Meanwhile  the  Viet  Cong 
accused  U.S.  officers  of 
confiscating  film  and  using  a 
mysterious  black  smoke  to  spoil 
photographs  of  the  New  Year’s 


Day  ceremony  where  the  three 
Americans  were  released. 


Associated  Press  photographer 
Horst  Faas  and  other  western 
newsmen  who  were  present 
denied  the  charges. 

The  Viet  Cong  account  was 
contained  in  a broadcast 
monitored  in  Saigon. 

The  broadcast  declared  that 
after  the  three  prisoners  were 
presented  a “U.S.  officer  forbade 
the  reporters  to  film  the  prisoners 
of  war.” 

“He  snatched  the  cameras  from 
them  and  took  the  film  from  the 
cameras  in  order  to  spoil  them,”  it 
said.  “He  even  had  an  aircraft  spit 
out  a kind  of  black  smoke  in 
order  to  damage  the  cameras’ 
lens.” 

Faas  and  other  photographers 
present  reported  they  saw  no 
smoke  and  no  film  was 
confiscated. 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)-King 
Hussein  of  Jordan,  terming  the 
danger  of  a new  war  immense, 
urged  the  big  powers  Sunday  to 
intensify  their  efforts  to  promote 
a settlement  of  the  Middle  East 
crisis. 

Similar  views  were  expressed  by 
Egypt’s  press. 

Though  Israel  has  made  plain 
she  would  resist  the  imposition  of 
a settlement  from  the  outside,  the 
Cairo  newspaper  A1  Akhbar 
declared  the  only  remaining  hope 
is  a Big  Four  agreement  on  a 
coordinated  plan. 

“An  immediate  decisive  effort  is 
needed  to  solve  the  problem 
peacefully,  otherwise  an  armed 
clash  becomes  inevitable,”  the 
newspaper  said. 

In  Moscow,  Pravda  charged  that 
“certain  western  patrons  of 
Israel”  were  hindering  a 
settlement. 

Without  naming  countries,  the 
Soviet  Communist  party 
newspaper  said  some  western 
powers  are  playing  a two-faced 
game  by  denouncing  Israel’s 
commando  raids  while  failing  to 
do  anything  effective  to  curb 
them. 

“When  it  comes  to  practical 
measures,”  Pravda  said,  “some 
western  diplomats  throw  their 
hands  in  the  air,  step  aside  and 
delay  because  of  their  mercenary 
interests.” 

On  the  other  hand,  the 
governing  council  of  the  World 
Jewish  Congress  blamed  regional 
violence  on  encouragement  it  said 
the  Arab  governments  were  giving 
to  terrorists. 

The  congress,  meeting  in  Rome, 
approved  a resolution  saying 
direct  negotiations  between  the 
Arabs  and  Jews  are  necessary  to 
bring  peace.  That  is  in  line  with 
the  thinking  in  Prime  Minister 
Levi  Eshkol’s  Israeli  government. 

King  Hussein  stopped  in  Beirut, 
on  a flight  to  London  for  medical 
treatment,  and  had  a 90-minute 
talk  with  Lebanon’s  president, 
Charles  Helou.  Security  guards 
surrounded  Hussein  at  Beirut’s 
International  Airport,  where 
Lebanese  planes  were  the  target  of 
an  Israeli  raid  Dec.  28.
